THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY

New Music at the Opening of
Its Seventy-first Season.

The first of a long serles of concerts
to be given thig season by the Philhar-
monic Society took place in Carnegie Hall
last nlght. It was attended by a numer-
ous audience, a emall element of which
gave annoylng evidence of {ts want of
knowledge of Philharmonlc traditions by
nolslly Inslsting upon more musle from
the solo performer until hissed Into si-
lence by the listeners who felt that ap-
preciation of a good performance of
Brahms's violin concerto was hetter indl-
cated by a courteous tribute to the per-
former than by a demand for something
more and different—for it Is scarcely to
be thought that the hundred or more
persons who exhiblted their bad breeding
last night wanted a repetition of the con-
certo or any part of it. The player was
Mischa FElman, who played the first
movement with a breadth of style and an
opulence of tone which compelled amaze-
ment and no small degree of admiration,
the gecond with an excess of sentimen-
talism which raised questions of his taste
and Intelligence and the finale with a
conslderable sacrifice of Its dignity to a
desire to cause astonlshment. Brahms's
concerto is not a show plece,

The aolo feature of the concert fell bhe-
tween two compositions new to the local
public—compositions of the kind which,
once heard, are likely to go nto the lum-
bor room and stay there till house clean-
ing day. Theay were a “Merry Overture,"”
by Felix Welngartner (a new composi-
tlon), and “Olaf's Wedding Dance,” by
Alexander Ritter In both the waltz
rhythm was predominant and In both
the akill of the composers was expended
chiefly In an effort to make Inconsequen-
tial ideas attractive by the employment of
devicea of construction and Instrumenta
tion, Neither of them fitted Into a gcheme
which embraced Brahms's concerto anid
Beethoven's Beventh Bymphony; neither
did they lighten the programme or con-
tribute anything profitable to know con-
carning the nature of modern musie.
“Highly unimportant If true” would have
been the comment on their analogous
manifestations in other fields by one of
America's famous journallsta of the gen-
eration just past. The orchestra, under
Mr. Stransky, played with much zeal, no
smiall degree of preclsion and some want
of euphony In the wind cholrs—character-
istics of the hand's playing long observed
and often commented upon. H. E. K.

But Not of the Popular Kind,
and Action Lacks
Spirit.

The cotiposer and the daviser of several
widely popular musical comedies offered
thelr latest collaboration at the Park
Theatre last night. But “The Gypsy"
cannot hope for the success of, say, ""The
FPrince of Pllsen,” because the thing that
every one goea (o musical plays for—
apirit—is lacking.

The music of the new operettn, which
aime all the way through to ecatch the
slow swing of romance, Is of a better
singing quality than usual In native
muslcal plays, and the orchestration Is
mora carefully worked out.

The scenes of “The Gypey” are lald
In England, the first outdoors In soma
very satisfactory musical comedy woods,
and the second In a gold and gray hall
in Stanhope Manor, The story is made
out of the mellow old theme of change-
lings. Pauln, the veung gypsy chief, and
the Lady Allcia of Stanhope Hall should
really be the other way round. Paulo
was born to inherit the Btanhope milllons,
and Alicia Is the daughter of the gy psles,
Fatilo knows about this in the first act,
but berause he loves Allcia and does not
want to disposkess her of lands and title
he burns *'the papers.” These papers, of
course, prove his birthright, They ecame
with hlin as a changeling and are the
only claw, besldes his noble bearing, to
the fact that he is a Stanhope.

An ambitious father has other designs
for his supposed daughter thun an alll-
